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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Germany on 8/3/02. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed 
a certified copy of the German application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 7/21/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. NOTE: Citation Number AA (1 ,893,572) 
has been considered. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 7/21/03 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because citation number AD is in a 
foreign language; also the dates are missing for citation numbers AB and AC. It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of 
any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement or the 
submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of 
determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, 
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including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because the reference numbers are handwritten 
and all the number "1"'s look like the Greek letter lambda; please revise. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fleytman (2004/0221672 A1 ). 

Fleytman shows a pinion (37) which engages a ring gear (36); the gears are arranged 
on skewed axes; the gear teeth extend substantially radially outward (the teeth extend 
from the interior portion of the gear to the external surface of the gear); the pinion (37) 
having a portion (see figure 22) which extends and overlaps the other gear (referring to 
figure 22 where it can be seen that there is a rim about the base portion of the pinion 
which is not labeled, but clearly extends outward and in an overlapping relationship with 
the ring). 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wildhaber (1,893,572). 
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Wildhaber shows the claimed invention where a pinion (figure 3) has portions (30, 31) 
which extend radially away from the end of the gear tooth (11) and overlap (figure 1 ) the 
ring gear (13).
